Having grown tired of re-re-reading the 1990's-era ham magazines that have 
accumulated in my HI8 shack , I recently took Tom Adams up on his offer and 
bought three years (1966-1968) of BA era QST's. I am now experiencing BA 
sensory overload! The situation was exacerbated by the fact that Tom's large 
box arrived on the same day as the latest Electric Radio and my copy of Eugene 
Rippen's Tube Type Transmitter guide. When it rains it pours! Ham heaven in 
HI8...

-- There were a lot of Drake 2-B, HT-37 stations out there! I realize that 
because I still run this gear I have a tendency to notice it more, but there 
really were a lot of these stations. I notice in Transmitter Guide that the 
HT-37 was selling new for $450.00 in 1959! That was big money! (My quick 
calculation shows that to be about $2,000 at today's prices!) 


-- I now remember why "How's DX?" was my favorite part of the magazine: all 
those great pictures of foreign ops running weird homebrew stations from places 
with unpronounceable names. I spotted one call I recognize: HI8XAL. That was 
Fred Laun, currently K3Z0. The "How's DX?" column also had a great "logo" or 
header - those evocative drawings (by Gil?) of a thatched-roof island hamshack 
surrounded by palm trees with a large sailing ship approaching. Wouldn't it be 
great if they brought that logo back? (I've seen it as a T-shirt!) 


-- Closely related to a recent discussion here, the May '68 edition contains an 
article by Lew McCoy entitled, "Some Useful Modifications for the Sixer and 
Twoer." (Andy : This means we can blame Lew for the lunchbox mods!) 


-- Remember the Amateur Electronic Supply ads for used boatanchors? As a 
teenager I used to drool over those lists. In 1968 the Drake 2-B (used) was 
going for $189.00. 


The old magazines have been a very welcome addition to my BA operations - I 
strongly recommend that all dedicated heavy metal fans make sure they have a 
large stock of BA-era ham mags.

Last night I wound some BB range coils (includes 40m) for the 

Comet Pro I got last Spring. I cleaned the set up this morning, 

and tried it out on the variac after verifying the power transformer 
and rectifier were OK... 


The rectifier showed a little color, with the rx drawing about 
1.3A on my Eico variac supply. Eventually, things settled down. 
This receiver has the water-and-borax style wet electrolytics. 
Here's a tip...don't operate the receiver on its side! 


Anyway, the caps are still running warm, but the rx is drawing 
less than 1A at 110V now, and sounds good! No hum at all. I 
don't have a 4000 Ohm speaker so I used headphones. 


I was just listening to Joe Adamov on the Voice of Russia. Gad. 
That brought back memories -- his VOICE, not what he was 
saying. Did you know Russia admits to problems, now? 


Anyway, my homebrew coils may not be perfect. The wavelength 
coil (the right-hand one) seems to run about 20 units higher 
than the oscillator coil on the left. The peak on the WL 

coil seems broad. Are the primary and secondary windings on 
that coil supposed to be in phase, or opposing? (I wound them 
in the same direction. ) 


Anyway, i£ someone wants to chat about their Comet Pro, feel free. 
If someone wants to sell me some COILS or a SPEAKER, super! 

It's a blast using a 60-year-old shortwave radio.

Just a few more tidbits on the Lafayette HA-350 receiver 


Got an HA-350 manual, courtesy of John, G4FDD, and I see more circuit 
surprises. 


I already knew, after my last post, that the first IF was 3.5 - 4.1 MHz. 
Hence, the receiver is single conversion on 80 meters. And I also knew that 
some of the HF crystals converted multiple frequency bands. 


I'd never have guessed though that preselection is accomplished with a total 
of only four coils for the RF amp and the 1st mixer combined. The RF 
amplifier input uses either a low freq coil or a high frequency coil as does 
the mixer input. The same coil and configuration is used for both 80 and 40 
meters. Tuning is accomplished by tuning a variable capacitor. Another coil 
is used in each circuit to tune the 20, 15 and 10 meter bands, along with 15 
MHz WWV. 


I'd previously discovered that with the bandswitch in the 40 meter position 
one could listen to either 80 or 40 meters by changing the preselector and 
I'd wondered about circuit details. It turns out, quite literally, that the 
only difference between 80 and 40 is that for 40 the conversion oscillator 
gets turned on. 


While some other manufacturers sold crystal calibrator assemblies to add to 
their receivers, Lafayette sold simply the 100 kHz crystal. All the other 
calibrator circuit components were in place! (Fortunately, my HA-350 has the 
100 kHz crystal.) 


Interestingly, one place Lafayette did not economize was the power supply. 
The HA-350 has a full-wave rectified transformer supply. An AC/DC set might 
have been simpler. 


Despite its simple design, the HA-350 receiver can hold its own against other 
more expensive receivers. Selectivity is excellent with the mechanical 


filter, sensitivity appears excellent as well, the tuning mechanism is very 
smooth and as for frequency stability, ...well I didn't notice any 
instability with the HA-350 (which is more than I can say for some 
Hallicrafters receivers!) The receiver's one drawback, images and IF leakage 
is not a noticeable problem if one uses a single band antenna. However, 
since the manual specs these at only -40 dB, I suspect they could be quite 
annoying when using a multiband antenna. 


As I said previously, it's a very good receiver and an interesting receiver.

What hurts is the inability to distinguish between an individual's price and 
a reseller's price. Back when there was more demand for boatanchors, a 
number of dealers kept a healthy stock of used gear available at prices not 
unlike those being asked by the current crop of resellers. Of course, the 
dealers also fixed the gear and provided a warranty. If you tried to sell to 
those dealers, though, you quickly got a lesson in economics. They didn't 
pay nearly as much as they sold the stuff for. 


IMHO, one might consider paying the high prices if value has been added to 
the equipment, such as cleaning, repairing, restoration, warranty, etc. When 
buying from an individual, the deal is caveat emptor. Prices should be 
adjusted accordingly! I mean, how rare are HT-32's and SX-101's anyway?

Tek provided a Simpson 10 volt full scale 3.5 inch round panel meter ina 
separate meter box with two binding posts on it. The meter says 
"Alternating Current" on the face but makes no mention of exactly what type 
of movement it is. I believe the term "iron vane" does refer to the 
movement itself. Tek also assigned a part number (067-0514-00) to the meter 
assembly. I have two of these items and took the bottom/back off both the 
meter boxes to see if there were any clues on the back of the meters 
themselves. I saw nothing that would indicate they were "iron vane", so I 
guess I have to take it on faith. You have to take a lot of stuff on faith 
when you are a technician an not a real engineer. Fortunately, we have some 
good engineers around that we can ask when we need to.

We have data on over180 rigs 
from 17 contracts. The lowest serial number seen was 2, and the highest in a 
given contract was over 6000. Contributions include those from 
Dittmore-Freimuth and Fowler Industries contracts, as well as an EAC Industries 
consumer products run. 


As I mentioned in earlier posts, I am compiling a survey of R-390A's 

owned by people who frequent the packet and Internet boards. The object of the 
game is to try and ascertain how many contracts were let for manufacture, 

and how many were made.

I have a 
392 that I listen to in my workshop. I wired it up to a 28 volt supply by 
soldering the power leads to the pins. I did that after much fruitless 
searching and before I discovered Boatanchors. Any help would be 
appreciated. I could also use a manual.
